WIN PRAISE

Several St;k, Machines
Are Put Over Sharp
Hills In Try-Outs

Word that several stock Jewett
sixes, in different localities, had
tried and conquered every notablc
hill test in Northern California in
a one-day test staged under thc
direction of the Northern California
Paige and Jewett factory branch
was received by a highly enthusi:
astic sales organization of the
Paige Company of Southern Call-nj
fornia.
Requests that were sent out by
the parent organization one day
last week resulted in the. tests.
The first test was made in San
Francisco, on the famous “Red
Brick” or demonstration hill, Fran-
cisco street. From a standing  star’
at. the, foot of the sharp incline
the climb over the top was made
without shifting from high gear
and at a speed of 12 miles per
hour. Acceleration trials, held sub-
sequently with the same car, showed
that the car accelerated from 5§
to 25 miles per hour in 7 seconds
and from 5 to 40 miles per hour
in fifteen seconds.
